Governor Castigates 
Clergyman for Intro- 
ducing Politics in 
"Building Dedicated to 
j Service of God." 

Boston. Jan. 21— <AP.) — Oppon- 
entfi of the Trachprs' Oath act wers 
accused yr.stprday by Governor 
James M. Curlpy of subsrribinR to 
the "divine right throry" of govpm- 
ment. 

He made the statemrnt in a reply 
to an attack on hi.s admlnlstratlori 
Sunday by the Rrv. David Nel-son 
BearJi of the First Congi'egatlonal 
chtirrh. Sprincfield. 

The Rovemor, who ha.'^ consistently 
defended the legislature k action In 
requirinK the state's 40,000 teachers 
to swear fealty to .state and federal 
constitutions, .said: 

"Neither the Pre.sldent of the 
United Stat«.s nor any public official 
in the nation or the states or the 
sub-divlsion.s of the state."; is exempt 
Irom the takino; of an oath. 

"Yet the divine right theory grroup 
still harbors the delusion that bc- 
caiK-ic of a .superiority of mind which 
Is not po.s.se.s.sed by their fellow men. 
they .should be exempt. 

"Apparently the frceinjf of the 
slave.s marked only the freedom of 
the body so far a,s the particular 
group that reverend gentleman iRev. 
Mr. Bcachi repre.sents i.s concerned. 

The SprinRfleld clerRman, himself 
a World war veteran with a record 
of overseas .service. Sunday likened 
Governor Curley to Herod .sayiuR he 
had demanded that James G. Rcar- 
don. whom he appointed as com- 
mLs.sloner of education, "dance before 
him with the heads of Payson Smith 
and Jerome Burtt on a pollllcial 
platter." Smith wa.s the former com- 
mi.s.sloner of education and Burtt was 
a .supervisor in the department. 

Beach, referring to the governor's 
Intention of seeking a United States 
Senate seat, a.-^ked, "does he fear to 
come before the people of the state 
for re-election a.s governor on the 
basis of his record?" He refened to 
him as a "minority governor." 

Governor Curlcy's suggestion that 
certain grouiw .sought exemption 
from .swearing oatlis of alegiance be- 
cause they were supportcr.s of the 
"MivUie ritrht," tlicory was new .so far 



as defense of the act haa oeen wmi- 
cemed. Previous defenses of the leg- 
islation have been made on the 
ground that such oaths would com- 
bat the teaching of communism and 
"subversive propaganda." 

Continuing his defcn.sp of the act 
on this thesis, the governor added, 
"as one who believes fumly in the 
prej;ence of equality and liberty it 
IS my purpose that di.scnmlnation 
shall not be permitted because of . 
race creed or color of auy ciclgen i 
of Mas.sachusetts." 

The governor castigated the clergy- 
man for injecting "both politics and 
falsehoods into a sermon deUvered 
•n-ithin the walls of a building dedl- 
jCated to the sen-ice of God.'' 
j He aI.<;o denied that he was "a 
immonty govemor" as the minister 
had fillpgpd, pointing oiat he had 
i-pcpivpd a larger vote than the com- 
bined votes of Caspar G. Bacon and 
ri-ank A. Goodwin, his prUiclpal op- 
ponents in 19,34.

Battle for Gubernatorial Honors Betueen Ttvo Hurleys 

Promises to Be Political Highlight Of Year 
I For People of This Cily. 

Numerous embryo delegates to the Democratic pre-piimary 
convention in Springfield next June find themselves in an embar- 
rassing position these days when they are asked whom they expect 
to support for the gubernatorial nomination.

In the State Treasurer's announcement, of his candidacy, he re- 
called that two months ago. Governor Curley said he planned to 
seek election to the United States Senate. 

Nothing was said, however, about the announcement of Lieu- 
tenant Governor Hurley the day following Governor Curley's pro- 
nouncement. On that day, the former Mayor said he'sought the 
Democratic nomination for Governor, and would make a statement 
later. 

That statement is still awaited. 

Friends of the Lieutenant Governor here had hoped he would 
beat the State Trea.-surer to the punch. 

But the latter was first to make a formal statement, and in It, 
he declared that he faced "a definite situation" of either retiring 
from active political life or a.spiring to another State office. 

In the statement, State Treasurer Hurley said: 

"On looking back over my own record as impartially as human- 
ly possible, I honestly think that I have given faithful service to 
the people of the Commonwealth. Consequently, 1 am convinced 
that I can appeal to the electorate of Massachusetts for the Demo- 
cratic nomination and for ultimate election with every prospect of 
success." 



No doubt when Lieutenant Governor Hurley releases the formal 
announcement of his desire to be Governor, he will outline how he 
ha-s been successful in past campaigns, how he has been understudy 
to Governor Curley, how he has been a strong supporter of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and how he feels competent to fill the position.

Sditor Safety Valve: May I thank 
my Holyoke friends who gave me 
the opportunity to speak informally 
with them at The Nonotuck Satur- 
day afternoon. When I was leaving 
a representative of The Transcript- 
Telegram asked me to put in state- 
ment form the gist of my informal 
remarks and I have done so to the 
best of my recollection. What I 
meant to say, at least, was the 
following: 

"For 140 years the people of the 
United States have enjoyed the most 
beneficial government in the world, 
and now because there are some 
parts of the structure which need 
repairing a group of politico-fanatics 
would tear down the entire struc- 
ture and build anew along lines 
whicr are readily recognized as the 
Communistic, Fascist or State So- 
cialist plan. The trend for some 
time has been away from Constitu- 
tional government but I have faith 
that the American public by re- 
pudiation of Roosevelt, Curley and 
liie entire group will reBuirir'alOng 
saner lines. 

'■Business improvement will show 
continued strength and further im- 
provement thruout the coming sum- 
mer unless checked by adverse 
political developments. Yet there 
is a big barrier looming on the 
horizon which must be hurdled. 
The expenses of the four Roosevelt 
budgets, it is estimated, will amount 
to more than 30 billions of dollars— 
a total that is six billions greater 
than all the Congressional appro- 
priations from i^e time of George 
Washington to the administration of 
Woodrow Wilson, and these Roose- 
velt budgets of waste, extravagance 
and experimentation, will by the 
end of the next fiscal year have 
placed this country 15 billions in the 
red. 

"This dangerous trend cannot be 
continued indefinitely although even 
such a colossal deficit might pos- 
sibly be justified were there even 
the slightest .sign of an attempt to 
balance the budget. On the con- 
trary, however, Congress has en- 
tered a political year and the pres- 
ent indications are that the practical 
politicians will spend the people's 
money generously in an attempt to 
fool the voters and reelect them- 
selves. Meanwhile there are still 
nine million persons seeking em- 
ployment. In his recent annual 
message, President Roosevelt de- 
clared that the solution of our un- 
employment problem is now up to 
the employers in private industry. 
At the same time, however, ho an- 
nounced that he will continue to 
wage unceasing warfare on those 
•same men who have large business 



responsibilities. Such treatmem 
from the Chief Executive of the 
nation is a plain attempt to play 
class against class for political pur- 
poses only, and is unworthy of any 
man to whom the people have en- 
trusted the leadership of this great 
country. 

"Despite the studied efforts of the 
President to hamper and harass 
private business, recovery is being 
brought about and can be hastened 
if the citizens of this nation will 
insist that business be liberated 
from the blight of the Brain Trust; 
if governmental extravagance is 
bridled until income and outgo are 
balanced. Men on PWA and WPA 
in general want worth-while work, 
not dole tasks and the like, but 
good times cannot now or never 
will return until government gets 
out of business — competing against 
its own citizens — and stays out. 

"The American people have never 
left the poor and needy to starve 
nr the need to .suffer and they 



never will. For 140 years there has 
been attained in this country an un- 
paralled degree of individual well- 
being under a government that 
neither hampered and pampered its 
people. Since the inauguration of 
Roosevelt, however, Americans have 
been dazzled by red-tinted pictures 
of Utopia. We must realize that 
power given to Roosevelt at the 
start of hi.s administration was given 
freely by the peopte of this country 
to meet an emergency — to bring 
about recovery. Yet Roosevelt took 
that authority as something per- 
sonal and indicated that he wants to 
hold on to it permanently not to 
bring about recovery but to insti- 
tute reform. In ihe world we live 
success is not achieved by sleight- 
of-hand. On the contrary prosperity 
and happiness are not gifts of gov- 
ernment but are personal achieve- 
ments."

Attacks Compulsory In- 
surance Bill of 
i Massachusetts. 



J. L. Whitlock Speaks 

to Lions On Alleged 

"Racket." 



"A blistering attack on the com- 
pulsory automobile insurance act as 
it now exists in this state and the 
flat charge that it has cost the in- 
surance companies of the state $18,- 
000,000 since its formulation and a 
resultant large increase in premi- 
ums to automobile owners were 
made this noon before the members 
of the Lions Club by J. Lawton 
Whitlock of Boston. The speaker, 
who Is New England manager of 
the Century Aetna Indemnity group 
and who spoke here as the repre- 
sentative of the Insurance Federa- 
tion of America, emphasized the 
point that this compulsory slate act 
haft brought about in this state a 
noinemious racket 6f faked and ex- 
aggerated claims which have to be 
paid and which cause a financial 
loss to the insurance companies and 
a burden on the automobile owners. 
Mr. Whitlock insisted that the 
compulsory insurance act was never 
the child of the insurance compa- 
nies, although they are commonly 
blamed. The insurance companies, 
said the sp^akei-, defeated the act 
from 1918 to 1925. but in that year 
a committee made up of 17 lawyers 
in the legislature brought in the 
bill and threatened a state fund if 
It were not passed, with the result 
the companies did not flght the 
bill at that time. 

According to Mr. AVhitlock this 
compulsory insurance act has brok- 
en a dozen companies and made 
practically all the rest of them ill 
financially; has crippled the com- 
panies and Impoverished the agents 
by reduction of commissions paid. 
Since 1927, Mr. Whitlock said, the 
act has added more than $20,000,000 
in premiums. Every real insurance 
agent is against the act because of 
the radical reduction in genuine 
commissions which it causes. No 
other state has such an act and the 
recommendation of 18 commissions 
which came here from other states 
and Canada to study the act was to 
stay away from any such legisla- 
tion. -

In order 
to avoid greater losses through al- 
lowing claims to go to suit, the 
companies have to buy off olMim- 
ants. with the result that two years 
from that time, when the new rates 
ai'e set, the autoniohilr owner."! have 
to pay that burden. Mr. Whitlock 
said if the cases were allowed lo go 
to tiial the owners would have to 
pay even more in their rates. 

A hill which ha.s been filed with 
the legislature on behalf of the in- 
surance companies was described hy 
Mr. Whitlock. This hill sets up a 
commission which will hold a hear- 
ing within two weeks after an acci- 
dent and where a diiver is found 
to he re.spnii.sibie will establish a 
claim which must be paid within 
a reasonahlf lime or Ihe driver is 
itiled off the road until he settles 
the claim lo the satisfaction of Ihe 
commission.

J Private Jobs for the Unemployed 

Everyone realizes that one of the country's 
big problems is to get the unemployed back into 
private jobs. Anything which gives promise of 
advancing this desirable object is welcome. And, 
if a conference of business, professional and re- 
ligious leaders can accomplish anything, through 
a discussion of this subject, there may be some 
valuable suggestions forthcoming at the confer- 
ence which Govern or C urley has called for next 
Monday. "*^" 

It wall be recalled, of course, that President 
Hoover summoned a representative group of 
leaders to Washington, when the depression 
first set in, and had them pledge to maintain 
employment so far as this was possible. The 
good faith of those men was not questioned. If 
it had been financially possible for them, and 
for the others they represented, to continue 
their pay rolls under decreased production, there 
would have been no serious problem of unem- 
ployment. 

But that is very much like saying there 
would have been no relief problem, if there 
had been no depression. There have been em- 
ployers who have made heavy sacrifices to keep 
their workers on the rolls. Their example should 
be of value now, as industry and business face 
the difficult task of getting workers back into 
private employment. 

The problem, of course, is an economic ques- 
tion which cannot be solved by good intention.?

The Rev. David Nelson Beach of 
the First Congregational Church oi 
Springfield, who Sunday charac- 
terized Gov.

In spite of many accu- 
sations, the real story retains a 
(treat deal of mystery, except to 
two or three of Lafayette's closerit 
relatives. IMayor Cnrlev adriliuted 



Lafayette Mulligan, consequently, 
became social secretary to Mayor 
James M. Curley. So free had tlie 
latter been in bestowing official keys 
to the city upon all "visiting firemen" 
that acqul.sition of the syuibolio 
token for presentation to Wales was 
a simple matter. Accompanied by a 
gracious letter on Mr. Mulligan's 
green-embo.ssed persona! stationery, 
the key of welcome duly went by 
special me.s.senger to tlie Hamilton 
home of Bayard Tuckcrman. where 
it was received by the secretary of 
the royal guest. 

The prince came and went with no 
one being the wiser about the honor 
offered him or his gracio\is declina- 
tion to accept the hospitality of City 
Hall, Not a worrl of the exchange of 
courtesies leaked out until the mayor 
received the formal letter of thanks 
from Capt. J. F. La.scelles, the 
prince's per,sonal secretary. Then 
the storm of correspondence broke I 
with a vengeance, including the re- ' 
lease to tlie press by Mulligan of liis' 
ori!;inal letter, which read as follows: 

"I am directed by His Honor 
IMayor James M, (Unley of Boston 
to transmit throuRh you (Capt. 
I.ascelles) to His Koyal Highness 
the Prince of Wales, the key to 
I the city of Boston, It symholize.s 
to some degree the deep regard 
and respeit which the citizens of 
Boston have for the mother coun- 
try and for its prospective .TOver- 
eign. 
"Although his honor realizes that 
the Prince's stay in New P^ngland 
is extremely limited, he instructs 
me to say th,it both he and the 
people of Boston would feel great- 
ly honored if his royal highness 
should And it possible to call, even 
briefly, either al City Hall or at 
his residence." 

The first reaction to the publicity 
given the epi.sode was an announce- 
ment from Ma.yor Curley that the 
custom of extending the gold .sym- 
bolic keys to distinguished visli^ors 
had been abolished forthwith. The 



first victims of thp new ruling were 
Hikoji Kawagusht. former secretary- 
general of the Kwan Tung govern- 
ment of Manchuria and S. Naka- 
yama. former chief of police at Port 
Arthur. As they signed the official 
city guest book, the mayor was ques- 
tioned regarding his omi.ssion of tlie 
gift of the keys, and with irritation 
he replied: 

"I don't propose to give out any 
more kevs; not until this compe- 
tition from Lafayette Mulligan 
dies out, at least." 
Speculation as to the Identity of 
, Mulligan and whether he would 
pop up again with another startling 
action continued vigorou.sly. Then 
perhaps as a Christmas gift, he made 
Mr. Tuckerman, the Prince's host, 
the beneficiary of his generous na- 
ture. The kev was described as the 
"last key," hy Mulligan who al.so 
significantly signed him?^f as "for- 
mer social .secretary to his honor, 
James M. Ciu-ley." 

Evidence that the situation had 
created great interest in England 
was revealed by a dispatch telling of 
a hoax that was perpetrated in 
Boston, England, when the wlole 
town turned out to see a distin- 
guished visitor from Boston, Mass. 
Invitations were sent by hundreds 
to attend a dinner and reception to 
Lafayette Mulligan. Ministers, offi- 
cials and leading business and pro- 
fe.sslonal men of tlie community 
were among the favored ones. The 
dinner was to take place at the home 
of the mayor. This liarrassed official 
and his wife had a frantic evening 
explaining to the deluge of visitors 
that is was all a fake: that he had 
no idea what it was all about. And 
Mr. Mulligan never did show up. 
.\nother one of the Mulligan 
letters was addressed to Mayor 
Curley himself following the tat- 
ter's claim that he had finally 
identified the elusive social sec- 
retary in the person of a Boston 
editor. The phantom Lafayette 
chided H s Honor for foisting his 
identity on an individual with 
whom he was not even acquainted. 
I A feature of th emystcry was that 
; Mulligan's home address was »1- 
way.-: given as 42 Beacon .street, site 
j of tht Somer-set Club, an organiza- 
' tion thai, is exclusive in every .sen.se 
' of the word. Emphatic denials 
there that LaT-'-yette Mulligan was 
a member brought forth another 
letter from him to the president of 
the club defending his family as 
one of the oldest in this covuitry 
and demanding admi.ssion to mem- 
beisiiip. His application never wa.s 
acted on. 

WiLLCOX IIP.SET 
Throughout the whole incident 
the mayor's own genuine and faitli- 
ful .social .secretary, the late Stand- 
isli Willcox. was terribly upset. Even 
liefore the coming of the Piince, Mr. 
Willcox was disturbed at tlie possi- 
bility of a meeting between English 
royally and tlic mayor. Thougli he 
felt that Mr. Curley would welcome 
tlie Piince with characteristic cor- 
diality he was not blind to the fact 
Hint an election was coming on and 
that sucli an occurrence wo\ild be 
likely to have a disastrous cfTect on 
the voters from Irish families, many 
I of whom would feel thay had rea.son 
to resent such action on the part of 
the city's chief executive.

Curley's Budget 
Of $69,162,710 
Is Largest Yet 






Increase Over Last Year Is Approxi- 

nialelv Se^en Million — Numerous 

New Taxes Are Reconunended. ' 

BOSTON, Jan. 22, (AP)— A State budget of 
$69,162,710 for 1936, an increase of approximately 

I seven million dollars over last year was submitted by 
Governor Curley to the Legislature today. The 

, budget is the largest in the State's history. 
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' The budget provided for a states 
tax on cities and towns of approx- 

' imately three million dollars on 
the cities and towns, a reduction of 
about 700 per cent from last years 
state tax. 

The Governor said in his budget 
me.ssage it would not be possible to 
aboli-sh totally this tax this year. 

The budget total compares with 
$62,082,608 last year and with $65,- 
498,393 in 1930, which was the larg- 
est budget ever submitted. 

The increase in the cost of gov- 
ernment and the reduction of the 
state tax on municipalities would be 
accomplished chiefly by new taxes 
on cigarets, alcohol, motor trucks 
and other excises recommended by 
the Governor in his message to the 
Legislature. 

He estimated approximately $12,- 
000,000 in additional revenues would 
make possible the state tax reduc- 
tion. He had favored total elim- 
ination of the state tax which is 
raised by cities and towns princi- 
pally by levies on real estate. The 
Governor believed elimination 
should result in a sub.'tantial reduc- 
tion in realty taxes throughout the

J. Lawton Whltlock Tells Local 

Lions Insurance Companies 

Taxed $18,000,000. 



Automobile owners and insurance 
' companlea of this state were pic- 
tured as distinct financial losers dur- 
ing the course of a well-plotted and 
well-developed attack on the com- 
pulsory automobile insurance bill 
by J. Lawton Whitlock of Boston 
at the meeting of the Lions Club at 
the Rex yesterday noon. Mr. Law- 
ton is 'New England manager for 
the Century Aetna Indemnity 
Group and appeared before the club 
as a representative of the Insurance 
Federation of America. 

The flat charge was made that 
the compulsory insurance act is the 
direct sire of the huge racket of 
faked and exaggerated clalnLS now 
existing in this state which have 
bilked the insurance companies out 
of millions and passed on to the 
buyer of automobile insurance a 
staggering premium which has 
mounted each year. According to 
Mr. Whitlock, the act has cost the 
Insurance companies $18,000,000 
since It became a state law, 

Mr, Whitlock Insisted that the 
compulsory insurance act was never 
the child of the insurance compa- 
nies, although they are commonly 
blamed. The insurance companies, 
said the speaker, defeated the act 
from 1918 to 1925, but in that year 
a committee made up of 17 lawyers 
in the legislature brought in the 
^111 and threatened a state fund it 
U were not pa.ssed, with the result 
the companies did not fight the 
bill at that time. 

According to Mr. Whitlock this 
compulsory insurance act has brok- 
en a dozen companies and made 
practically all the rest of them ill 
financially; has crippled the com- 
panies and impoverished the agents 
by reduction of commissions paid. 
Since 1927, Mr, Whitlock said, the 
act haa added more than $20,000,000 
in premiums. Every real insurance 
agent is against the act because of 
the radical reduction in genuine 
commissions which it causes. No 
other state has such an act and the 
recommendation of 18 commissions 
which came here from other states 
and Canada to study the act was to 
Btay away from any such legisla- 
tion. 

These commissions termed the act 
a political football; declared that It 



did not decrease the number oi acci- 
dents but increased the number of 
claims and was no aid to safety 
on the highways, Accordiji°; to 
Mr. Whitlock, Governor Curley and 
his supporters wantSd 'tihe act re- 
pealed last year but were defeated 
by the lawyers. 

The widespread "racket of faked 
and exaggerated claims" was laid 
directly at the door of this act by 
the speaker, who said that the only 
ones who have benefited are the doc- 
tors and lawyers. In connection 
with this claim, Mr. Whitlock cited 
the fact that 37 lawyers and 15 
doctors have been disbarred for par- 
ticipation in this racket. In ordei 
to avoid greater los-ies through al- 
lowing claims to go to suit, the 
companies have to buy oft claim- 
ants, with the result that two years 
from that time, when the new rates 
are set, the automobile owners have 
to pay that burden, Mr. Whitlock 
said if the cases were allowed to go 
to trial the owners would have to 
pay even more in their rales. 

A bin which has been filed with 
the legislature on behalf of the in- 
surance companies was described bv 
Mr. Whitlock. This bill sets up a 



commission which will hold a hear- 
ing within two weeks after an acci- 
dent and where a driver is found 
to be responsible will establish & 
claim which must be paid within 
a reasonable time or the driver is 
niled off the road until ha settle* 
the claim to the satisfaction of the 
commission. 

Mr. Whitlock was presented by 
James F. Kane, who la the Chair- 
man of the program committee. 

During the business session 
James Gilet, one of the most active i 
members of the club, made the of- 
fer to purchase for the club four 
elaborate gilt road signs, announc- 
ing the meeting place and time of 
the local club. These sigmi will be 
placed at conspicuous places on the 
main roads leading to the city.

The Council also approved the ap- 
pointment of Raymond J. Kenney, 
predecessor of Hehir in office, as 
confidential sccretai-y to the Com- 
missioner of Conservation at a sal- 
ary of thirty-six hundred dollars a 
year. 

Hehir, who came to Boston to-

.said that if confirmed he would 
take up his state duties within a 
few days. 

He is foreman of letter carriers 
at the Worcester Post Office and 
Is elipihle for retirement. He said 
he planned to retire from the Pos- 
tal Service as soon as details in 
connection with his work there are 
adjusted. 

In retirlnff from his Federal Job, 
Hehir is eligible for a pension or 
annuity under a thwee and one-half 
per cent contribution he has made 
from his pay toward the retire-

Massachusetts, has sent a letter to 
Senator James P. Mcchan of Law- 
rence, chairman of the Legislative 
Committee on Labor and Industries, 
in which he says the Associated 
Industries had taken no action in 
connection with the proposed legis- 
lation whereby unemployment com- 
pensation would bo applied to em- i 
ployers of as few as one. j 

As a hearing yesterday before the 
committee. Robert J. Watt, secretary 
of the State Federation of Labor, I 
and Representative Christian A, | 
Hcrtcr of Boston said that they ! 
questioned the motives of the Asso- i 
ciated Industries in regard to the 
proposed measure. After asscrtmg 
that "this statement has no founda- ■ 
tion in fact," Mr Barnes' letter said: I 
"The suggested change, according I 
to my information, originated with > 
the Advisory Committee on Unem- ' 
ployment Compensation. The prcsi- | 
dent of the Ai;ociated Indu.s1ries is , 
a member of this committee, but he | 
is only one of nine members. Why , 
under the.'ie circumstances the Asso- i 
ciated Industries should be charged ' 
with initiating this change is some- | 
thing that is beyond my compre- 
hension, 

"I cannot be too emphatic fliat the 
association has in fact had nothing 
whatever to do with the change 
suggested and is in no wise respon- 
sible for it. It ought to be rioted 
that this proposal to reduce the 
number to one employee is con- 
tained in .Section 3 of the bill rec- 
ommended by His Excclency, the 
Qavftl'ttor, in his message, House No. 
1155, concerning which he states, 
'The nature, character and scope of 
the proposed amendments are so 
manifest as not to require any de- 
tailed explanation,' and recommends 
the immediyle passage of the ac- 
companying bill. 

"The statement, therefore, that the 
Associated Industries is in any dan- 
ger rcspon.sible for this suggestion 
originates in fancy rather than in 
fact."

For the benefit of those who 
prefer their track well sprinkled

"When 
Gilley said he didn't think Mathey 
should have the 518 plates, Mr 
Manion happened to be in the of- 
fice," said Mr Goodwin.

Educators Are Quietly 
Lining up Against Cer- 
tification Bill 

SCHOOL HEADWOULD 
CONTROL BOARD 

Opposition was being quietly mo- 
bilized yesterday by members of va- 
rious groups of teachers, higli school 
principals, and school superinten- 
dents to that part of a bill before 
the Legislature which would give 
James G. Reardon, commissioner of 
education, control of a proposed 
state board for the certification of 
all public school teachers. 

Martin G. Sanborn of Everett, 
chairman of the legislative commit- 
tee of the Massachusetts High School 
Principals' A.ssoclation, whose or- 
ganization is on record in opposi- 
tion to the bill, said that as an in- 
dividual he would .support any "rea- 
sonable" bill to establish minimum 
lequirements of education for school 
teachers— a view generally supported i 
by the other critics of the mea.sure j 
—but was planning to appear at the ! 
hearing before the legislative com- 
niitlee on education to oppose House 
bill 860, the measure which concen- 
trates new power in the commission 
;r's office. 

CALLS FOR BOARD OF 5 

The bill provides for a board of 
■ive persons, including the commis- 
sioner of education as chairman; 
two persons appointed by the com- 
missioner and advisory board on 
■■ducation, and one each from the 
Massachusetts School Superinten- 
.lents' Association and the Massa- 
chusetts Teachers' Federation. All 
teachers would be obliged to have 
certificates, but the present teach- 
ers would be certified automatically. 

Hugh Nixon, executive secretary 
of the Teachers' Federation, which 
originally sponsored the measure, 
anid his group had no intention of 
Uying to "push over" anything 
which wasn't desired by the educa- 
tor.5 or the public. He said that a 
change in the wording of the bill 
Bi-antlng applicants for teaching 
jobs some source of appeal from the 
'rulings of the teachers' certification 
board "might properly be included." 
He said teachers' certiflication laws 
had been enacted in all the other 



states. 

Several directors of the federa- 
tion organization who voted In fa- 
vor of seeking teachers' certifica- 
tion legislation last October indi- 
cated they felt that subsequent de- 
velopments in the administration of 
the department of education had 
altered the aspect of the situation. 
They said they would not now sup- 
port a bill extending such broad 
pow-ers to a commissioner who fa- 
vored the teachers' oath bill. 

Robert J. Watt, secretary - 
treasurer of the Massachusetts Fed- 
eration of Labor and foe of the 
teachers' oath law, addressing a 
meeting of the Lawrence Federation 
of Teachers, an A. F. of L. union, 
last night, declared he was in favor 
of minimum educational require- 
ments for school teachers, but was 
gravely concerned with problems 
which seemed to present themselves 
in this bill. 

CONSIDERS FUTURE 

"How are we to be sure that at 
some time in the future the powers 
granted under this bill may not 
be abu.sed?" he asked. "Suppose 
future political developments re- 
sulted in the appointment of per- 
sons who felt that loyalty to some 
particular political tenet was a 
iiece.s.sary qualification for a 
teacher? 

'I hope I am not indicating the ' 
slightest hostility to any plan which 
will .set a high standard of educa- , 
tional requirements for teachers j 
when 1 ask whether the set-up of 1 
the board provided in the first sec- ; 
ion of the bill could not be Im- 
Toved?" 

One superintendent questioned 
,\hether "home rule" In cities with 
1 i R h educational requirements 
night not be Jeopardized. He said 
he commissioner was not a member 
[if the certificates board in New 
V'ork, Ohio, and other states. 

Burr J. Merriam of Framlngham, 
-ccretary of llie Massachusetts 
School Superintendents' Association, 
.'■aid hi.s group was waiting until the 
bill appeared in printed form be- 
lore discussing it pubUcly. From in- 
dividual members of the organiza- 
tion, however, it was learned that i 
a somewhat similar piece of legis- | 
lation, which provided for "less- i 
centralized control," was overwhelm- 
ingly defeated in 1920. 

Prof. Kirtley F. Mather, head of 
the Society for Freedom in E:duca- 
lion, opponents of the teachers' oath 
bill, said that on the surface the 
bill appeared "fraught with dangers 
of regimentation of teachers. 'We'll 
certainly investigate it." 

SPONSOR'S OPINION 

Representative Klmer C, Nelson of 
Milford. who, with Representative 
Cornelius P. Donovan of Lynn filed 
the bill, last night said that it might 
be better to change the bill to allow 
two members eacli from llie school 
.superintendents' and teachers' or- 
ganizations, witii only one member 
from tlie department of education. 

"I filed the teachers' tenure bill 
and also filed this bill because I be- 
lieve the two should go together," he 
said. "I belic\'e that if you are going 
to have teachers' tenure you should 
have certain minimum educational 
requirements. Any change in this 
bill which can take it out of politics 
suits me. Let's pull out the first sec- 
tion. If there Is a better one. " 

Reoresentatlve John J. Donahue 



of Somerville, who has Wea noust 
bill 1179 designed to establish mini- 
mum educational requirements lor 
teachers' but without the board con- 
tained in the other bill, said, that as 
a former school committeeman, he 
was merely Interested in obtaining ' 
minimum requirements, and, as an 
opponent of the teachers' oath who 
voted against the oath bill, he had 
no intention of fostering any legisla- 
tion which gave arbitrary powers to 
any political board. 

The certification board bill reads 
as follows: 

Section 1— There shall be within 
the state department of education a 
teacher certification board which 
shall be empowered to carry out the 
provisions of this act.

Ma.-Jsachu.setts Teachers' Federation 
j to serve two years, and two by the 
I commissioner of education and the 
advisory board of education to serve 
one and two years, respectively.

The appoint- 
ments to said board shall be made 
prior to Dec. 1. 1936. and the terms

D.\TE IS FIXED 

Section 2— After July 1, 1937, no 
person shall be eligible to the posi- 
tion of teacher, principal, supervisor 
or superintendent in the public 
schools in any city or town of the 
commonwealth who does not hold a 
certificate issued by the teacher cer- 
tification board. 
Section 3— The teacher certifica- 
■ tion board shall have authority to

A trend in the rif^ht direction — toward lessening 
the appalUng automobile deatli rate in this state — is 
shown. 

Let it be taken as first proof that united and co- 
operating campaigns for safe drivinj^ can and do reduce 
this motoring mortality. 

Figures showing the reduction — slii^ht but still an 
actual reduction — in Bay State motoring fatalities from 
Dec. i. 1935, to Jan. 17, 1936, compared with the num- 
ber during the corresponding period a year ago, have 
been issued by the Registry of Motor Vehicles. Here 
are the figures:

This reduction in automobile deaths — A SAVING 
OF THREE HUMAN LIVES— was effected m spite of 
the extraordinarily large number of cars on our roads 
during Dec. 1-Jan. 17 period of this wirlter. 

Here we see the first fruits of the intensive cam- 
paigns to make our highways safe for motorists and 
pedestrians alike. But that is only a beginning. In- 
finitely more remains to be done because the automobile 
mortality in Massachusetts during 1935 reached the 
frightful total of 779 lives, with the injured estimated 
at about 48,000. 

The state authorities conducted a brake-checking 
and speed-reducing drive during September, October 
and November, 1935. 

Governor jCurley, who is forcefully insisting on 
safe driving, cites that there were 93 less deaths on 
our roads during that three months' period than dur- 
ing the same period of 1934.

I CASE DISCOVERED 



Prisoner Arrested for Drunkenness Is 
Afflicted— Police Officers Handling 
Victims Examined— City Prison Quar-

Discovery of a third case of spinal 
meningitis in a prisoner arrested for 
cirunlcenness early today led to ex- 
amination of all officers who had 
come in contact with the victim of 
disease and may lead to the segre- 
gation of those on whom the germ is 
found in city prison, which was or- 
dered under quarantine at midnight 
when the second case was discovered 
last night. 

City prison on Somerset street waa 
quaranteed by Deputy Health Com- 
missioner Frederick J. Bailey when 
the second ca.se since Sunday night 
was discovered last night. A third 
case was discovered at Warren ave- 
nue station at 3:45 this morning. 
, All three victims of the disease 
werer eleased within the past few 
days from the state farm at Bridge- 
water. As a result, Gov. Curley 

ordered Supt. James E. Warren of 
the state farm to withhold release 
of any more Inmates until further 
notice. 

Superintendent of Police Martin 
H. King i.s.sued an order by teletype 
to all stations early today command- 
ing that physicians be summoned 
immediately if any prisoner com- 
plained of illness. 

Dr. Bailey took nose and throat 
cultures this morning; from all 
policemen who came In contact 
wUh any of the victims of the dis- 
ease. If germs are found in the 
cultures, the ofBcers were to be 
quarantined immediately at the ' 
city prison, Dr. Bailey said, thus 
keeping them from their families 
and other associates. 
Two sergeants, six patrolmen and 
thirteen prisoners are under quar- 
antine already at the city prison, 
and there was a possibility that 
others would join them. 

The first case of the disease was 
discovered at city prison Sunday 
night. A prisoner, ojseph O'Brien, 
relea.sed from Bridgewater on Satur- 
day, was found ill in his cell. He was 
talien to City Hospital, where he 
died four liours later. 

Yesterday morning Bernard Wlckes, 
39, of .'127 Massachusetts avenue, 
was arrested for drunkenness and 
taken to the Warren avenue station. 
At 4:40 yesterday afternoon he-was 
transferred to city prison. Wickes 



had been released, within three days, 
from the state farm at Bridgewater, 
ON DANGER LIST 
At 10:15 last night Wickes com- 
plained to Sergt. Benjamin Poole, in 
charge of city prison nights, that 
lie felt sick. Poole called Dr, William 
A. Dunn, prison physician. Dr. Dunn 
ordered Wickes removed to Hay- 
market Relief Haspital, after he had 
diagnosed the ca,se as one of spinal 
meningitis. Wickes was later re- 
moved to Citq Hospital, where his 
name is on the danger list. 

The third case came to lifht at 
345 A. M. today. Thomas OCon- 
nell, 66, who gave 12 Clarendon 
street, Worcester, as his home ad- 
dress, was arrested at 8:20 last 
night by Patrolmen John T. 
C'ouniie and Franii B. Lorenze for 
drunkenness, and lucked up at the 
Warren avenue station. O'Connell 
was released yesterday morning 
from the state farm. \t the police 
station O'Connell was booked by 
Patrolman Maurice \. Breen and 
Lt. Charles F. Eldredge. 
At 3:45 A. M. O'Connell com- 
plained to Patrolman Martin J. 
Coakley, that he had pains In his 
back, neck, at the base of his spine 
and in the side. Dr. Joseph Devine.

The deputy health 
commissioner explained that the 
germ of the disease was not float- 
ing in the air but must come 
through contact. 

The danger lies in the fact that a 
person may "contact" and act as a 
carrier, spreading the highly con- 
tagious disease without himself 
being a victim. The period of incu- 
bation of the germ Is from6 to 14 
days. Quarantine Is o£ three weeks' 
duration.
